1 virtually begun. 
Actual details of the 


first conflict at arms are now awaked 
with anxiety. 
No formal declaration 


of war on either side is expected. 


The ^ar speeches last night by cab- 


inet member* in various parts of the 
country capped the climax. But the real 
crisis came earlier, when Montague 
White, consul general of the South Af- 
rican republic in London, closed the coit- 
sulate and immediately left for the con- 
tinent. 


A dispatch to The Daily Telegraph 


from Ladysmith, dated Wednesday, 
alone among the specials received, de- 
clares that war has been begun by the 
Boers in Natal. The correspondent 


• says: 


"Free State burghers have seized a 


train at Harrismith which was the prop- 
erty of the Natal government. Last 
night a mounted patrol wag stoned by 
Boers. The men's orders were not to 
fire unless they were fired upon." 


The other dispatch^ only represent 


that hostilities are imminent. 


If the Boers have actually begun their 


raid upon Natal, as is reported, they ap- 
parently have not waited for the time 
limit of their ultimatum to expire. 
In 


thus precipitating a conflict they would 
be within their rights, it is acknowl- 
edged, both in virtue of the notification 
In the last paragraph of their ultimatum 
and also of the British acknowledgment. 


The story of the reported advance of 


the Boers across the Natal border states 
that the invaders entered Natal by the 
important pass of Cudy Cleugh, 37 miles 
southwest of Newcastle. It may be ex- 
pected that in accordance with this move 
the Boersi will occupy Newcastle at once. 


A dispatch firorn Glencoe camp, dated 


Wednesday noon, says the burghers are 
reported to be beyond the .president's 
control and hostilities are expected at 
any moment. 


It is rumored that Conyngham Greene, 


the British diplomatic agent at Pretoria, 
has been assassinated there. The report, 
however, is unconfirmed and is dis- 
credited at the colonial office. 


The rumor that Mr. Greene had been 


murdered is of doubtful origin, and is 
considered extremely improbable, as it 
is believed that in obedience to orders 
from the imperial government, Mr. 
Greene had already left Pretoria, 


The military authorities in South Af- 


rica have installed a censorship over all 
telegrams, in order to prevent informa- 
tion regarding British movements from 
reachii'g ihe KoBrs. 


Authpntic information from Lady- 


smith confirms the report that it is the 
intention of the Boers to occupy New- 
castle. 


A dispatch from Newcastle, Natal, says 


that at a meeting held there in the In- 
terest of peace, a crowd of patriots In- 
vaded the hall, stormed the platform and 
moved and carried a resolution to sup- 
port the government in the war. 
The 


police were called upon to restore ofder 
and firaally cleared the hall. 


The commission at Johannesburg hav- 


ing the matter in charge Is issuing very 
few permits to British subjects to re- 
main there. In subaoribing to the oath 
those who remain must be obedient to 
the laws and authorities and neither 
directly nor indirectly do ought against 
the independence of the country or the 
people. The oath is not regarded as one 
of neutrality. 


A satisfactory reply from the British 


government is not expected, an4 all ar- 
rangements have been made for the 
declaration of martial law.

SUNDAY AT VICTORIA'S COURT. 


W 


HEN 
Jameson 
raided 
the 


Transvaal, the clock of South 
Africa was turned back ten 
years. Briton and Boer alike 


now realize that that untimely invasion 
of the Chartered company's troops was 
a. mistake. It awakened dormant race 
hatreds. 
It compromised the British 


colonial office. It confounded the long 
laid plans of Cecil Rhodes. It put the 
Boer on the qui vive. It brought igno- 
minious defeat to British arms, and, 
what is even more deplorable, it paved 
the way for the present condition of af- 
fairs in South Africa. Today England 
Is reaping the aftermath of Jameson's 
reckless outlawry. 


The Boer is not afraid of the Briton. 


In fact, he thinks he is worth two Eng- 
lishmen put together when it conies to 
fighting. His experiences in the past 
have been such as to bear out this in- 
genuous belief of his, for whenever 
there has been a clash of arms between 
the South African Dutchman and the 
Englishman it has been the latter who 
has suffered. 
Such a belief has not 


been conducive to the peace of South 
Africa. 


There is, of course, a slight dispropor- 


tion between the actual fighting power 
of the British empire and that of the lit- 
tle South African Republic. It is like 
a fox terrier bristling up to a blood- 
hound. Great Britain, one would think, 
with her immense navy and her well 
trained and long experienced army, 
could easily overcome suoh a diminu- 
tive opponent as the Transvaal. Why is 
It, then, that this tiny country of Oom 
Paul's has been able so successfully to 
withstand every attempted encroach- 
ment on the part of the Britisher? Why 
fs it that the union jack has been hauled 
down so often and so ignominiously 
When It had once been carried north of 
the Vaal river? 


There are many answers to these 


questions. The Britisher has his ex- 
cuses, and the Boer has his boasts. The 
most important one, however, is the 
fact that the Boer fights as fights no 
other man in the world. To meet this 
trained marksman of the veldt in the 
regulation manner has been and al- 
ways will be as stupidly foolish as 
Seneral Braddock's Quixotic march to 
Fort Duquesne. Like the red Indian, 
the Boer never stands up to fight. He Is 
too wily for that and knows that he 
would be foolishly sacrificing all of 
those peculiar strategic advantages of- 
fered by the unusual character of his 
home territory if he did his campaign- 
Ing In the orthodox manner. 
It is, 


with him, a case of making the most of 
environment, for the procedure of the 
Boer in time of war is admirably adapt- 
ed to the land in which he lives. In the 
flrst place, it must be remembered that 
the Transvaal and, in fact, most of the 
territory of all "white man's Africa" is 
broken and rough and nearly always 
rocky country, offering many chances 
for ambuscade and intrenchment and 
almost preventing anything like the 
regulation company formation. 


Another thing to remember is that the 


Boer, from the oldest patriarch in Pre- 
toria to the youngest lad on the veldt, 
Is a sharpshooter. He is also an expert 
horseman. The child of the Transvaal 
cuts his teeth on a cartridge ball. Often 
before he Is 10 years old he is able to 
handle a rifle, and always before he 
Is out of his teens he thinks nothing of 
bringing down a buck at a thousand 
yards. When a boy of 13, Kruger him- 
•elf used to go lion hunting, and when 
president Steyn of the Orange Free 


State was but 11 years old he had 
knocked over an antelope at 1,500 
yards. 


Every time the Boer shoots he shoots 


to kill, $nd it is not often that he 
is disappointed. When he fights, he 
fights from behind some friendly rock. 
There is nothing to disclose his where- 
abouts but the tantalizingly intermit- 
tent flashes of smoke. To attack him 
with heavy artillery is a very difficult 
task, first because it is no easy thing to 
get big guns into tfce Transvaal, owing 
to the broken and rocky nature of the 
country, where roads are all but un- 
known, and also because the veldt 
burgher has a habit of picking off a 
gunner when he dares to show himself 
beside his gun. This is precisely what 
he did at Majuba Hill, and again re- 
peated during the engagements of the 
Jameson raid. At Krugersdorp, Jame- 
son's men, with all their Maxims and 
cartloads of ammunition, could do noth- 
ing against the handful of Boers who 
harassed them from flank and rear. 
The machine guns rained their leaden 
hail, but it did nothing but splash on 
rock and stone. Behind each stone, of 
course, was an astute Boer smoking a 
pipe. When the least sign of move- 
ment made itself manifest about the 
machine gun, a long, lean rifle barrel 
showed from behind a rock, there was a 
puff of smoke and the rifle barrel once 
more disappeared. It was maddening 
to the English. They were absolutely 
afraid to show themselves, for every 
man who showed head or hand was 
sure the next moment to be a target for 
the enemy's long distance rifle prac- 
tice. 


It became a matter of dodging from 


kopje to kopje and not even waiting to 
pick up the wounded. The puffs of 
smoke from behind rocks continued un- 
til Jameson and his men reached the 
now historic Vlackfontein farmhouse. 
Here the Englishmen continued to drop 
like bowled over ninepins. 
But they 


could do nothing. Some of them, it is 
said, burst into tears of impotent rage 
at their very helplessness. The heroic 
surgeon of the little division finally 
gave his last piece of Tint for use as a 
white flag, and it was run up. The 
Boer fire ceased, and Boers seemed to 
spring up from all over the country, as 
if by magic. The survivors of the in- 
vading party were surrounded, though 
they were still holding their arrns in 
their hands, for they half expected to 
be massacred to a man. Instead they 
were given brandy and milk and meat 
and marched off to Krugersdorp, where 
they were treated with the greatest 
kindness. But it was the end of the 
Jameson raid, and an inglorious end at 
that. "We were nothing but pirates," 
one of their officers has since confessed, 
"and we richly deserved hanging, every 
one of us." 


There is a prevalent Idea that the 


Boers are not strategists, and that their 
methods of warfare are simply the 
primitive ways of the ordinary guerrilla. 
This is a mistake. Cronje, who led one 
division of the Boer foree in the cap- 
ture of the Jameson buccaneers, is one 
of the keenest strategists who ever 
commanded a company. 
He success- 


fully led his little band of men against 
a superior force which had with it 11 
pieces of artillery, eight of which were 
Maxim guns. This enemy also had am- 
munition by the wagon load, trained 
cavalry horses and experienced officers. 
The Boers under Cronje, on the other 
hand, were woefully short of ammuni- 
tion and were mounted on green farm

horses just off pasture. They had to 
endure artillery fire until the enemy 
was within 500 yards of them so as to 
save 
that 
precious ammunition of 


theirs. Then they found it necessary 
to silence 12 pounders with nothing but 
their rifles. Difficult as such a thing is 
to do, the^e plucky Boers did it. Cronje 
and his men not only did this, but also 
flanked Jameson's position by night, 
and when the harassed Englishman and 
his, followers made a dash to the south 
for shelter they found themselves cut 
off from retreat. It was this clever 
maneuver which eventually hemmed in 
the invading force and caused 
the 


Chartered company's men to run up 
their white flag of surrender. 


The same keen strategy was shown 


at Laingsnek and at the battle of 
Majuba Hill. Colonel Anstruther, puff- 
ed up with his own importance, had led 
his English force into the Boer country 
like a second Braddock. He scoffed at 
all warnings. He refused re-enforce- 
ments. He and his force approached 
Pretoria with flags flying and the band 
playing. They were a band of walking 
targets, and the enehfy knew it. The 
Boers gave him a last chance, meeting 
him with a white flag and warning him 
back. He laughed in their faces and 
marched on. In te.n minutes he was 
shot down amd 120 of his little army 
were dead or wounded. They had sim- 
ply marched into one of the cleverest 
ambuscades ever prepared, and that 
ambuscade was thereafter known as 
the slaughter of Br,onkhurst Spruit. 


Major General Colley, conceited as 


Anstruther had been, marched in to 
wipe out the disgrace of that terrible 
defeat. He led his expedition in from 
Natal and it was his intention to pass 
over the Draaksberg range of moun- 
tains at that dip or pass which is 
known as Laingsnek. The Boers were 
not slow to see this, and did not let such 
a chance escape them. Strategists al- 
ways, they made a dash for the Nek, 
and, under Joubert—the same Joubert 
who is now at the head of the Boer 
army—seized and held it, quietly wait- 
ing for Colley to come up. On one side 
stood the steep and lofty slopes of 
Majuba, on the other two less com- 


manding hills. Up these two hills Col- 
ley tried to force his 500 men. The 
"embattled farmers" lay close, and, 
from behind their befriending rocks, 
deliberately picked off the English, man 
after man, always aiming for an officer 
when possible. Every shot took effect. 
In fact, after the engagement it was 
found that many of the bodies of the 
Englishmen who had fallen had as 
many as five and six bullet holes 
through them. Just as Jackson's men 
once lay low behind their 
shallow 


trenches of cotton bales, so the Boers 
stuck behind their impromptu embat- 
tlemer.ts and drove back their1 enemy. 
They had not 80 men all told, but they 
sent the English once, twice, three 
times in disorder back down the slopes. 
Of five English staff officers only one 
came out alive. 


When the battle was over, each one of 


those Dutch riflemen knelt down and 
thanked his God for victory. Such is 
the stern piety of the Boer. 


Then came Majuba 
Hill. 
Colley, 


smarting 
under 
two disasters, de- 


termined to seize Majuba. With 600 
men he scaled the steep hill by night. 
It was not done secretly, however, for 
every movement, as it was afterward 
found, was being watched by the wily 
Boers. 'At daybreak the English stood 
overlooking the entire Boer position 
below them at Laingsnek. They were 
on ground of their own choosing. Their 
position seemed 
impregnable. 
With 


two Maxims they could have cleaned 
out the entire Dutch force. Yet with 
the loss of but one man of the at- 
tacking party the astute burghers of 
the Transvaal stalked their intrerifched 
foes as they might stalk antelope. Foot 
by foot they made their way up that 
slope. 
Before Majuba had been lost 


and won they had killed or wounded 
15 English officers and over 300 men. 
Never before had English arms mat 
with such a crushing defeat. Never 
before had English officers b«en so o'ut- 
strategied. 
Jt was little wonder that 


the Transvaal .got back her indepen- 
dence and the union jack was hauled 
down from Pretoria. 


In the present case it has been said 


that England's task la even greater 


than before. The Boers have had time 
to arm to the teeth. Joubert and his 
men have mapped out their plan of 
campaign. The forts of Johannesburg 
are filled with ammunition and quick 
firing guns—paid for, by the way, out of 
uitlander taxes—and the Boers have 
made sufficient collections of mules to 
suffice for transportation and field serv- 
ice. 
The Transvaal commissariat de- 


partment has been revised and improv- 
ed, and when Joubert's men face- the 
English forces it will not be on horses 
fresh from pasture", as was the case at 
Krugersdorp. 


But these are not all the difficulties. 


Now that it is known that President 
Steyn and the 
Orange Free State 


Dutchmen are in active sympathy with 
the Transvaal Boers, it is no simple lit- 
tle bucolic foe that Great Britain is fac- 
ing. The Afrikanders of the Cape Col- 
ony also have expressed their sym- 
pathy with the burghers across the 
Vaal in their opposition to what they 
deem English aggression, so even in her 
own territory England has enemies to 
face. 


At Simons Town, which is about 20 


miles from Cape Town and connected 
by rail with that city, the British au- 
thorities have established their new 
naval base. Simons Town now has 
nearly a mile of splendid docks and 
fortifications in process of completion, 
and hereafter will be known as the sta- 
tion of the Cape and West Coast Royal 
squadron. Here marines are stationed 
in considerable number and here will 
center the British naval operations. But 
with all her Immense navy in southern 
waters England can do absolutely no 
harm to the South African Republic 
from the sea. Every man and gun that 
goes into the Transvaal from the Cape 
has to be transported by mule and 
horse through what is practically a 
hostile country, passing a great dis- 
tance from any central base of sup- 
plies. As all the railways of Cape Col- 
ony are governmental roads, the sit- 
uation during the earlier stages of such 
an invasion will not be so bad as it 
might be, but when it comes to an ad- 
vance on Pretoria and Johannesburg it 
will be a different story. 


At the present time, as was also the 


case during the Jameson raid, a great 
deal is heard about the "Chartered 
company," though just what this com- 
pany stands for is not so well known. 
This company is really^the "British 
South African Chartered "company" and 
is a large corporation of London cap- 
italists organized for the exploitation 
of the lower part of the dark continent. 
While they have done much for the de- 
velopment of the Cape and the country 
to the north, it has also been this com- 
pany and the rapacity of its African 
officials which has brought England 
into conflict so repeatedly with her Af- 
rican neighbors. 


The "Chartered company" was first 


formed the year after Matabeleland 
and Mashonaland, which lie just north 
of the South African Republic, were de- 
clared in 1888 to be within the sphere of 
British influence. 
It secured a royal 


charter granting powers of administra- 
tion over these territories, together with 
many other concessions, in return for 
which it was to encourage immigration 
and colonization, develop mines and 
promote trade and commerce. To them, 
it should be noted, was also given the 
right to organize and equip a limited 
military force. 


By treaties with Germany and Port- 


ugal the sphere of British influence had 
finally been acknowledged to embrace 
all territories from the Transvaal up. to 
the Kongo Free State. So the Charter- 
ed company built the railway from 
Kimberley to Mafeking. It was really 
this initial move that awakened in the 
Napoleonic mind of Cecil Rhodes his 
plan for a "Cape to Cairo" railway. 
But for years Kruger had been the 
thorn in the Chartered company's side. 
His country was in time found to be 
the greatest gold producing territory in 
all Africa, and as the Boer himself did 
not seem to have the slightest disposi- 
tion to develop his own mines the 
agents and officers ot the Chartered 
company had long looked with envious 
eyes on the gold mines of the Trans- 
vaal. It was this company, practically, 
which was at the back of the Jameson 
raid, and which would have most profit- 
ed if once "Dr. Jim" had' been success- 
ful in his invasion of Boer territory. In 
the official investigation which followed 
the Chartered company was persistent- 
ly whitewashed by the English mem- 
bers of the royal commission, but the 
reason for this is not far too seek. In 
the first place, it was an English com- 
pany, and in the second place many 
of its members were British public 
men with very strong pulls in the right 
quarter. They had, too, tremendous 
wealth and power, and it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that they would be ex- 
onerated (as far as such transgressors 
were capable of exoneration) long be- 
fore the commission ever came together 
at London. 


Today both the Orange Free State 


and the South African Republic pres- 
idents realize that their natural and 
inevitable enemy is, and always will be, 
this rapacious English company of 
speculators, who have had and always 
will have the imperial authorities to 
back them up in their financial and ter- 
ritorial ventures. It is a well establish- 
ed axiom of the English colonial office 
that wherever English trade once enters 
the English flag is soon to follow. The 
Chartered company »rc good pioneers. 


It is very rarely that Queen Victoria 


spends a Sunday in Londo», but when 
this is the case she attends the service 
in the private chapel attached to Buck- 
ingham palace, which has been the 
scene of so many remarkable royal 
weddings. At Osborne there is also a 
private chapel where prayers are said 
every morning soon after breakfast. 
V/hen the queen is in the south of 
France, or in Italy, on her annual holi- 
days, service is held at the hotel or 
villa at which she is resident, and on 
more than one occasion Sir Arthur Sul- 
livan has presided at the harmonium, 
to the delight of every one who has 
been present. 


The queen on Sunday likes to hear 


accounts of philanthropic work and 
missionary enterprise, and one clergy- 
man in high po- 
sition says that 
both her

In the confirma- 
tion of her de- 
scendants the queen has always taken 
peculiar interest, and has been present 
at most of the services. She attaches 
a great deal of importance to this rite, 
and especially to the preparation.which 
precedes the actual ceremony. 


Readers of histories dealing with 


such important changes as those in- 
volved in the disestablishment of the 
Irish church will not need to be re- 
minded of the queen's intense interest 
in such matters. At a time when af- 
fairs were almost at a deadlock she 
interposed so tactfully that the dises- 
tablishment question was settled to the 
satisfaction of both disputants. 
Quite 


lately the queen has been not less con- 
cerned in the ritualistic crisis in the 
English church. 


She has followed every phase of the 


high church controversy with care, and 
has realized its import. Some of her 
relatives have leanings toward ritual- 
ism but the queen herself is a stanch 
supporter, as was the prince consort, 
of the evangelical position in church 
affairs. In her "Leaves From the High- 
lands"' there are several indications of 
her opinions, which are unaltered at 
the present day. 
When the queen was in residence in 


the Isle of Wight, she used to attend 
the church at Whippingham, but of re- 
cent years she has preferred to worship 
in the private chapel at Osborne House. 
Just near the queen's pew are lovely 
marble memorials of various relatives, 
including the Duke of Albany and the 
Duke of Clarence, and there is a private 
entrance by which she can enter the 
church without colliding with the or- 
dinary worshipers.

PROMOTED FUR GALLANTRY; 


A New York Policeman He-warded Fo* 


Catching » Burglar. 


Hon. Theodore Roosevelt writes an 


article entitled "The Koll of Honor of 
the New York Police" for The Century. 
Mr. Roosevelt says: 


Early in our term we promoted a pa- 


trolrcmu to the grade of roundsman for 
activity in catching a burglar nndor 
rather peculiar circumstances. I hap- 
pened to note his getting a burglar one 
week. Apparently he had fallen into 
the habit, for he got another the next 
•week. In the latter case the burglar es- 
caped from the house soon after mid- 
night and ran away toward ~Park ave- 
nue, with the policeman in hot chase. 
The New York Central railroad runs 
nnder Park avenue, and there is a 
succession of openings in the top of the 
tunnel. Finding that the policeman 
•was gaining on him, tho burglar took a 
desperate chnnee and leaped down one 
of these openings at the risk of break- 
ing his neck. Now the burglar was 
running for his liberty, and it was the 
part of wisdom for him to imperil life 
or limb, but the policeman was merely 
doing his duty, and nobody could have 
blamed him for not taking the jump. 
However, he jumped, and in this par- 
ticular case the hand of the Lord was 
heavy upon the unrighteous. The bur- 
glar had the breath knocked out of him, 
and the "cop" didn't. When his victim 
could walk, the officer trotted him 
around to the station house, and a week 
afterward he himself was promoted, it 
appearing upon careful investigation 
that he was sober, trustworthy and 
strictly attentive to his duty. 


Here again it seems to me that we 


followed the eminently common sense 
plan of promoting a man .who had earn- 
ed his promotion by faithful and dis- 
tinguished service and by proved supe- 
rior capacity. We cared no more for 
the policeman's views on the tariff or 
the currency than we did for those of 
the burglar. Our interest and the inter- 
est of citizens generally was to have the 
officer catch that burglar and otherwise 
do his duty. If he did his duty, we 
were for him; if he did not, we were 
against him. In neither event did we 
care whether the officer had or had not 
the backing of the congressional delega- 
tion of the city or the central committee 
of the county. Of course, as before, this 
exposed us to wild outcries from the 
local political bosses and heelers and 
much sneering at "civil service reform,'' 
but; all the outcries and sneers meant 
was that we were doing our duty as de- 
cent men and as public officials, with 
some slight appreciation of what was 
implied by the words honor and up- 
rightness. Political organizations are 
eminently necessary and useful, but 
when they are seized by professional 
spoils politicians of low morality, who 
run the "machine" in their own inter- 
ests, who clamor against honesty and 
defy decency and rail against that de- 
vice for obtaining clean government 
which is known as civil service reform, 
then it is time for all citizens who 
believe in good citizenship to rise in re- 
volt. 
- 


The Toposcope. 


In the loftiest tower in the city of 


Vienna there is a novel instrument, 
known as the toposcope, constantly at- 
tended day and night, for the purpose of 
locating fires. It consists of a good tele- 
scope, which is solidly attached to aa 
arrangement of levers, while graduated 
sections of a circle are arranged horizon- 
tally and vertically in such a way that 
the moving of the telescope sideways or 
up or down results in a change of posi- 
tion of the hands attached to the levera 
in reference to the graduated scales. 
Thus, the stability of the apparatus be- 
ing assured by the firmness of the fas- 
tening, whenever the telescope is focus- 
ed upon the same object the hands will 
point to the same figures on the hori- 
zontal and on the vertical sextant, and 
since an indos of the whole city has 
been made it is bnt-a matter of a few 
seconds, when a glare is discovered at 
night, to direct upon the spot the topo- 
scope on the side, to read off the num- 
bers, to look up the object and to tele- 
graph to the central station the details 
observed. 
Local conditions are, of 


course, necessary for the successful oper- 
ation of such an apparatus, but in this 
case they are said to be almost perfect. 
The tower is over 600 feet high, and an 
uninterrupted view of the great area of 
the city is thus possible to the watch- 
man if the atmospheric conditions are 
favorable.

SCHOOL POPULATION INCREASES | SEARCHING FOR HIS MOTHER 


Nearly 300 More Children of School 


Age Than Last Year 


The school census for 1899 was com- 


pleted some days ago by Truant Officer 
Whipple, and the results have been 
figured up. The census shows a decid- 
ed and most pleasing increase in the 
number of school children to those who 
are interested in the population of the 
city. The census Includes all children 
between five and 15 years of age, and 
the total number is 4108. Last year the 
number was 4134, there being a gain of 
274 during the year. 


It is customary to base some esti- 


mates of population on the results of 
the school census, the number of school 
children being multiplied by almost 
any 'number from W* to 6 to approxi- 
mate the total population; of the city. 
Multiplied by five, a conservative esti- 
mate would make the population 22,040. 
The truant officer reports, however, 
that many families have moved into 
the city since the census was begun, 
so that the population is likely to be 
far above that number.

Smith in the hall Of Mark Hopkins 
school last evening1, and it was an au- 
dience that was thoroughly pleased that 
applauded him at the close of his ad- 
dress. The lecture was a long one, and 
the best tribute to Mr. Smith's ability 
Is in the fact that few in the audience 
knew it wa» long until they consulted 
the time after reaching their homes. 


Mr. Smith is a strong advocate of 


better educational methods, and is 
enough of a humorist 'tfc make what he 
has to aay so interesyijig that it holds 
the attention of fila Hearers without 
effort. He was advertised to speak on 
"Born tfhort," but he prefaced his ad- 
dress by saying that rarely did he 
have an audienoe that included so large 
a percentage, of parents, teachers and 
pupils together, so that he would speak 
on more general lines, 'bringing ini his 
"Born short" lecture Incidentally. 


He took as his text th'» first three 


words of the constltutiorn "We the 
people," and emphasized the fact that 
"the 
people" includes everybody, rich 


or poor, educated or uneducated, with- 
out regard to color or circumstances. 
Our principles of education nxust be 
such aa to include all, no matter whom 
we may have in the country, whether 
the Filipinos or the Cubans or any oth- 
er race is included in our national life. 
A system oif education that does not do 
this is a false system. 


The best definition of an educated 


man he ever heard was this: "Any 
man who is onto his Job," 
and any sys- 


tem that does not put a man "onto his 
job" is a failure. 


Too much in our school children are 


held back from their fullest develop- 
ment because they are "born short" in 
some respect. A boy who has not a 
taste for mathematics is teld back In 
the lower grades for that although in 
everything: else he may 
be better 


equipped to. 
g-o- on than are some 


put above him. 
Teachers should make 


it their aim to treat pupils individual- 
ly, to learn, their strong points and 
their weak onesi and not to hold them 
back for a deficiency which is not ma- 
terial. If a boy is defective in his me- 
mory for dates, give him a book of 
reference, and send him along in other 
lines. Parents are too apt to educate 
their children alonr the lines of the 
parents' tastes, instead of studying the 
children.

Wizard Predicts * preat Future 


For Wireless Telegraphy. .

Is the tribute paid to Signer Marconi 
by Thomas A. Edison. I called on Mr. 
Edison the other day at bis borne, in 
Llewellyn Park, and, although It Is his 
general rule never to grant interviews 
on Sunday, reserving that day for him- 
self, he consented to talk about wlre- 
!ess telegraphy for the New York Her- 
ald. When asked what he thought of 
the system, Mr. Edison said: 


"There Is certainly a great future 


ahead of it. What that future may be 
no one can say. It would seem as if we 
were approaching the limit, but then, 
so It was thought a long . time ago. 
What that limit will be no one knows. 


"Mr. Marconi has prove'd that the elec- 


trical waves can be jumped around 
the curvature of the earth, and this has 
heretofore been an Insuperable ob- 
stacle. With this accomplished there 
la apparently no end to the distances

that can be overcome. So far Ifrleems 
as if about 200 miles was the limit, but 


! yet even this distance may be as noth- 
| Ing in the future." 


"Is the system a new one or is It only 


an adaptation of old principle*?" 


"The idea is not new, and others 


hare been experimenting along that 
line. I bad patents out on this line 
long before we heard of Marconi. 
I 


tried experiments at Menlo years ago 
and kept at it for a long time, but 1 
could not get over the obstacle of the 
curvature of the earth, and about two 
miles was the limit that I could reach. 
Telegraphing from moving trains was 
the line of my invention, but I and all 
others ran up against obstacles that 
could not be overcome." 


"What is your estimate of the prac- 


tical value of the Invention?" 


"Well, it will prove 'of great value In 


a maritime direction, but I cannot see 
that, as at present developed, It will 
be of much value in land operations. 
The system can be made of great prac- 
tical use in sea service by stationing 
vessels or tugs a certain number of 
miles apart, but near "enough to each 
other to come within the sphere of 
electrical influence. In this way lines 
of communication could be established 
for 1,000 miles or more. Islands could 
be connected In this way or perhaps 
groups of such Islands brought into 
close communication with each other. 


"It is possible that some valuable use 


might be made of the system on land, 
and indeed some time ago in the ma- 
neuvers of the British army and fleet 
the wireless system worked well. Pos- 
sibly the use of aeroplane kites in con- 
nection with the system may be found 
to have a practical value. All this is 
yet to be developed." 


"Are you working at all on this 


line?" the Inventor was asked. 


"No," he replied. "I gave the whole 


thing up years ago and have dismissed 
it from my mind. 
Perhaps one of 


these days I may take it up again, but 
that Is a contingency too remote to 
speak of." 


Dr. George F. Barker, professor of 


physics In this University of Pennsyl- 
vania at Philadelphia, says of wireless 
telegraphy: 


"So far as my Investigations have 


gone, they lead me to the conclusion 
that while wireless telegraphy Is en- 
tirely possible practically It Is adapted 
to supplement rather than displace the 
Kdstlng telegraph systems. 


"The possibility of transmitting in- 


telligence electrically through space 
between distant points without having 
these points connected by metallic co;.. 
doctors Is beyond question. Moreover. 
Improvements are rapidly being made. 
As transmitters multiply, their simul- 
taneous action on different receivers 
must be hindered. By means of mir- 
rors the direction of the emitted wav s 
may be limited, and they may be marl; 
to act only on the required receiver.

John McDonald of Clarksburg was 


seriously and probably fatally injured 
on Union street last night a little after 
6 o'clock. He had bejen in the Eclipse 
mill to look for work, and as he stepped 
out into the street to^go away he was 
struck by a team driven by Robert 
Allen and knocked down. He was ren- 
dered unconscious and was taken intp 
the old office on the opposite side of the 
street, and Dr. Woodward was called. 


He had the man taken to the hospital, 


where he was attended by Dr. M. M. 
Brown, who found the skull fractured 
at the base of the brain. There were 
no other injuries of any consequence. 
The injured man was made as. com- 
fortable as possible, but he did not re- 
gain consciousness during the night and 
his'condition was recognized as critical. 


Mr. McDonald is about 40 years old 


and has a family. It is believed the 
fracture of the skull was caused by his 
head, coming in contact with the street 
railroad tracks or a stone when he fell. 


The stories of the accident do not in- 


dicate that the accident was the result 
of careless/ness on the part of the driv- 
er, but Mr. Allen of course greatly re- 
grets the occurrence. 


At noon today Mr. McDonald was still 


unconscious, and little 'hope was ex- 
pressed of his recovery, death being in 
the opinion, of the doctors, simply a 
matter of time.
